Phe Directors there- 
bre, had it in their power at all times to select from the immense mass of paper of- 
bred, such names only as were prompt and punctual in their pafiwents and solvent inf 
heir circumstances. The want of individuid interest in thase apbolited io coniro its 
‘Perations brought upcn that feature of the chatter the scverebt stricturcs, and its 
failure was confidently predicted, This evil forebedmg bus beg disappointed, and 
ʻae institution has been successful even beyond the hopes of its fiends; and what has: 
ken matter of some surprise is, that this succes, shoald have been achieved by a dis 
tectory which ae heen appointed with no special view to their business hab.ts, to their 
inowledge of the scjence of banking, to their acquaintance with the comptieated econ- 
‘ems of commerce, or to their familiarity with the still more imppttant subject of fòr- 
ic and domestic exchanges. ‘This apparent paradox is to be accounted for by re- 

ence to the eondition of the country and to the peculiar aad favorable state of things 
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hefore referred to. The country now is in a situation very different from what it way 

in 1823, and the affairs of the bank and its branches have assumed an importance 

from the great and sudden increase of capital from one hundred thousand to upwards 
_ iffive millions of dollars, which imposes on the Legislature, the daty of adopting such 

mode of appointing its agents and officers as will command the most approved skill 

prudence and ability. It is out of the question to suppose that this immense sum can 
be profitably managed at the points where the several branches have been located 
unless it be placed in-charge of business men, and such as have an extensive acquain. 
tance with the mercantile transactions of the country. Itis believed that the present 
plan of electing the President and Directors, by joint vote of the two. houses is defec. 
itive, and I recommend that all our bank charters be so changed as to give the. ap- 
‘ointment of these officers to the Govornor with the sanction and approbation of the 
Senate. Since the late increase of members, the responsibility in making these elec- 
tions isso mnch divided that it is scarcely felt, and it is only nececessary to appeal to 
the experience especially of the oid members, to show that it has become the occasion 
ofactive, incessant and pressing electioneering, which interferes materially with the 
ordinary business of Legislation,fand has in many instances controled general measures 
of the first importance to the people. 

The change beesmimended aims only to intreduce a principle of responsibility which 
does not now exist. It is sanctioned and desired by the best friends of the bank, and 
it ts confidently believed, will remove the evils to be apprehended, and place our 
whole banking system upon a suler and better foundation. The nominations made 
by the Governor will be enquired into, examined and rigidly scrutinized. ‘They witi 
be approved by the people or condemned as they are correctly or improperly made, 
Iso that he will be held to.a constant and strict responsibility. (It must be borne in 
mind that the Governor is as immediately the representative of the people, and as di- 
rectly amenable to them ds the members of the Legislature, and that the proposed 
alteration is as democratic and republican in its character as the provisions sought to 
be repealed. 7 ' i 


| I beg leave to call the attention of the General Assembly to our laws concerning in- 
. solvent debtors. The subject ofimprisonment fur debt has for some time attracted 
the attention of several states of the Uuion, and one of them has blotted from her 
statute book this cdious remnant of feudal tyranny. ‘The power of the creditor over 
his unfortunate debtor had its origin in barbarous times, when military governments 
revailed, and the favor which it has reccived in the Unitedi States, will not fail to 
e regarded by the future historian as a stain upon the Anterican escutcheon. Our 
laws upon this subject, itis true, are comparatively mild, but still it isin the power 
of capricious and merciless creditors, to annoy;-to mortify and degrade those whose 
misfortunes haye rendered them unable to pay their debts—often better men and bet- 
ter citizens than their persecutors. We need only appeal to experience to prove 
that this power of incarceration adds no security whatever to contracts for the pay- 
ment of money, and that it serves.only to gratify the worst feelings of our nature. If 
aman commit fraud by concealment of his preperty or otherwise, it should be held as 
“a criminal offence and punished as such, But if he is willing to surrender his effects, 
if he is ready to give up all he has in payment of his debts, it is an outrage upon all 
those principles of justice and humanity, which distinguish civilized from savage man 
to permit any process in the first instance that deprives him of his liberty, and in 
f2ct inflicts upon him the punishment due cnly to malefactor. Kentucky has seta 
noble example to the cther States. If Alabama cannot aspire to the glory of being 
foremost, Jet her strike high ard at once for the honor of being second in redecming 
from this disgraceful thraldom the: most sacred rights of man. : 
Vaji now, I have not deemed it proper to urge upon the Legislatnre, the necessity 
of building auc furnishing a house for the accommodation of the,Governor. He is re- 
quired to reside at the scat of Government—is coristantly acting in cischarge of his 
official duties, and to provide a residence suitable to the rank and dignity of his office 
and to the character of the State, would seem to be a measure of the most obvious 
propriety.

demand, -and‘no compulsory obligation imposed to ensure a compliance with it, when 
made. _ To remedy these defects, the corsinutisn provides, that ‘a person charged 
in any State, With treason. felony or other crime, who shall flee from justice andhe 
found in another, shail, on demand of the executive authority of the State from which 
he fied, and be removed to the State having jurisdiction of the crime.’ It is contended 
that by thisclause, unless a man actually fice, runaway or voluntarily go into another 
State, he cannot be demanded by the Gevernor of the State in which his crime was 
committed. The expression flee, is not as comprenensive as others that might have 
been employed, but, as the great objcct of this provision wasto secure the punish- 
ment of offenders, and thereby preserve the harmony of the States, according to al 
the known rnies of construction, it should be taken in the sense in which it was used 
by the framers of the Constitution. The word flee as it occurs in this clause is sy- 
nonymcus with the word evade, It would he trifling with the dignity and importance 
of the subject, to confine this expression strictly to its literal meaning, for it would 
lead to the absurd conclusion, that if an offender leaves the State by any means what- 
ever, without hie consent, he could not be|demanded or surrendered up to the justice 
of curaws. Suppose the case of a man guilty of murder here, who is conveyed by 
force to Gecrcia, and is tried and acquitted for supposed offences against the 
laws of that State. He chooses afterwards to reside in Georgia, and according to the 
position assumed, cannot be demanded of the executive, for he did not flee from 
justice, if to flee is a voluntary act. This provision of the constitution should rceive 
the most liberal construction, for the reason that it isin favor of the rights of the 
States, and because, without such construction, they will be deprived of the power 
of self protection. It is undoubtedly true, that the States of the Union, in ail their 
reserved rights, occupy tovach other the relation of mdependent sovereignties, and 
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any one cf them has the right to demand redress and satisfaction for injuries done by | 


the others or by neir citizens. But having expressly relinquished the power to en- 
ter into treaties, grant letters of marque and reprisal, &c- the only means to which re- 
sort can be had to secure the obligations which exist between independent States, we 
- should, if we rely on the national code, be restricted simply tothe privilege ci pre- 
ferring cur complaints without the power of enforcing them. Influenced by the 
views hercin expressed, I have transmitted to the Governor of New York, a copy of 
an indictment, foundby the Grand Jury of Tuscaloosa county at their late session, a- 
gainst one of these incendiary editors, by the name of Williams, accompanied with a 
. demand for his deiivery for trial to the authorities of this State. From the high 
character of the Chief Magistrate of New York, from: his known attachment to the 
„Union and the just and liberal views he'entertains towards the institutions and peo- 
ple of the South, there is no doubt that he will examine the subject with the most 
favorable dispositions, aud with a sincere desire to render impartial justice, and toar- 
rive at a correct interpretation of the constitution. After all, the question is rendered 
doubtful, as many perscus in the South, respectable for intelligence and political 1e- 
search, have published opinions different from mune, and it is not improbable that 
“these opinions wil! be embraced by our Northern brethren. Suck are the perilsof 
our situation—the dangers by which we are surrounded, that it is certainly the part 
of wisdom and prudence not to rest our case on any doubtful issue. We skould look 
to those measures of safety and resort to them at once, which will -place us beyond 
the teach of these unprincipled fanatics. Should the right to demand them, bead- 
ardited, it may well be qustioned whether that would protect us against thejev ils of 
which we complain. As the evidence to be brought against them will have to be 
collected in the States where thcir schemes and machinations are prepared, it would 
be difficult, if not impracticabie, to convict them, according to the rules which have 
been laid down in criminal prosccuticns, for the security and protectien of the citizen. 
It is believed, therefore, that no remedy short of severe penal statutes, passed by the 
States where slavery does not exist, will be effectual for our relief. They them- 
selves entertain no doubt of their right to pass these laws, and they are calledup 
onto do so, by the-solemn behests of the constitution, by the noble efforts of our 
ancestors for A and by the blessings we all derive from our glorious 
and happy Union. l

It is painful to reflect that these have not seen repaid, by the erertion of more 
talent, than it has fallen to my lot to possess, and be abier serviccs than it was jn 
my power to render. Many errors I have doubtless committed, and I ask for 
them the indalgence due to the integrity of purpose, anda sinccre desire to pro- 
mote the interest, happiness and prosperity of the State. The difficulties of the 
dation from which I am retiring have not been few. The country has been shoek- 
ed, during thejlast four years, by political strifes, and agitatians, that threatened 
the most serious consequences. I have not failed to sound the approach of dan- 
ger whenever it made its oppearance, and have endeavored tb meet the tempest 
withthe firmness demanded by its perils. $ K 


It cannot but be a source of pleasure tous all that amidst thel storms which have 
passed over in frightful and rapid succession, Alabama has been steadily advanc- 
ing to her present enviable) prosperity. This we must ascribe |to the goodness of 
Providence, and to the wisdom of her councils. I close this communication by ten-

On the other, we have the governments of the several TS, renning 
all the rights, sovereignty, and independence, which havg nat been expressiy granted 
by the Constitution of the United States, and ate not Hnegessary and proper fur car- 
rying into execution” such as are granted. ae 

Fro the earliest: period of the Constitution of the Unitcd States, ene elass of pol- 
iticians;, scizing upon gene ral cx pressions, having selatidn to specific RTANES, have 
been, not anly willing Lo udinit, but anxious to concede, /every_power which might

be deemed by the authorities of that government necessary, ‘or conductive to “the 
general welfare:”? a construction which would render the unrestrained discretion of 
those authorities, and not the constitution, {the supreme law. The other class has, . 
in the spirit of the clause just recited, maintained that the Government of the United 
States is one oflimited, and specified powers; and that all others, except those which, 
are indispensable to carry such expressly granted powers into effect, are retained, 
and legitimately belong to the people, or to the States.—Consequently, they have | 
thought i theirduty to oppose the exercise of all such powers, as are sought to be | 
derived from Ivose and indefinite expressions, which, in their opinion, refer to, and 
are qualified by, special grants, On this principle, they have been oppased to a pro- 
tracted tariff; to a system of Internal Improvement by the General Government; toa 
National Bank; and to all other kindred measures, which depend on the mere con. 
struction of general expressioas, and isolated clauses. My best reflection and judg. 
men have led me to cuinckle, generally, with the latter opinions; and to act with 
those who have maintained them- 

Inthe mean time, His necessary to its cbject, and indispensable to the harmonious. 
operation of Gur system, to maistainand preserve a just equilibrium between the 
Government: of the Einited States, amd.those of the States. While the latter may 
well exercise allthe powers, which have not been detegated to the former, and are 
not properly auxiliary to them, they should cautiously abstain from such assumptions, 
as must, intheiy tendency, result in dangerous collisions between the two Govern- 
ments. Ofthis description, I have regarded the modern theory, which asserts the 
right of a siugle state to adjudge, exclusively, the validity of an Act of Congress, and, 
if she deems it unconstitutional, the power to nulhfy it, or ‘determine the mode 
and measure ofredress.”” The leading inducement to the adoption of the Federa? 
Conshitution, instead of the Articles of Confederation, wasto remedy the imbecility 
of the government uucer the Jatter—ecspecially in regard to revenue. Under that 
government taxes were ‘laid and levied by che authority and direction of the fLegis- 
jatii esef the several States.” One or more of the States, frequently refused, or tail- 
ed to furnish the requisite proportion of revenue, which thus proved deficient, and 
conscgucnily, the Government was unable todischarge its liabilities, support its credit, 
nnd sustain the public faith, row much worse would be the condition of the Govern’ 
meet under the Ccustiution, mone State could rightful v annul, and render void, all 
laws fer rvisings revenue, and leave it wholly Cest.tute ofthe indispensable means of 
support? Jn my opini n, noother subiect could have been more aptly chosen for a 
practical iilustration, that the proposed remedy for an uncenstitational law is, itsel, 
whely Incompatizie with the terms and spirit of the Constitution, 

-The Government under which we live is a representative republic. In theory, its 
acts arc presumed to emanate from the willof a majority of the people; and such 
shouid be its practical operation—at least, as regards ali questions of expediency. 
To be Consistent with this vital principle. their represcniative in his public acts, - 
should, if possible, as truly exhibit the views, sentiments, and opinions of his con- 
stitucats, as the faithful mirror reflects the objects which are before it.—It has ap- 
peared tore, since my first entrance into political life, that any other view of this 
subject invelves a manifest perversion of the obvious meaning of terms; a sacrifice of 
une of the first principles of oar Government; and that it would be as absurd to call that 
gublic agent who disregards the instructions, or known wiit of his constituents, a 
representative, sit would be to say the picture of a pigmy here a just resemblance to 
a colossus. Carefully preserving this principle, which Jes at the foundation of all 
eur institutions, and secering the responsibility of public agents through the medium 
of froqvent electors, we need entertain no fears fev the sifery of our rights. 

Nothing can more effectually secure, and perpetuate the liberty achieved by the 
valour and wisdom of our ancestors, which it 3s our goce fortune to cnjoy, than the 
promotion ef éntelligence, and virtne. An intelligent ycomanry is the most efficient 
barvier ggamest the inroads of despotism, and the surest safeguard against the insidi- 
eusaviles of the demagogue, As it is always the interest of the great body of the peo- 
ple to protect and preserve their rights, it is natural that, when well informed, they 
shouldbe the most watchful sentinels of freedom. Hence, we cannot indulge 
too much solicitude, or devote too much atrentionto the cause ,of education. 
The endowment of our University may Le considered ample; and a judicious and 
enlightened administration of its affairs must, in due time, insure it a proud destiny. 
i regret that I cannot feel authorised to say asimuch in relation to the funds previded 
tcr the support of primary schools. While some Townships have abundant means 
at their disposal, others are wholly without any permanent fund for this all important 
purpose, Let us unite our most zealous exertions to supply this ceficiency, and, if 
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possible, a sch a system of common schools, that the poorest orphan shajt 
not remain destitute of the means of acquiring knowledge. 

I trust, Iam duly sensible of the obligation which the eonstitution of our State im- 
poses 9n the Executive, to ‘take care that the laws be faithfully executed.” No du- 
ty more responsible, and none, the performance of which is more important to the 
welfare of the community, could be imposed on a public functionary, It were utterly 
vain to enact laws forthe security ot life, liberty, and property, were they te remain 
mere inert parchment, It is the execution of the law which gives it vital energy, and 
renders it the best shield for the safety of the citizens: it is the certainty of punish- 
ment, more, perhaps, than its nature or degree, that efficiently restrains the lawless 
and vicious frem the perpetration of crime., It may also be dssumed, that the un- ` 
certainty of suffering the penalty of the law often operatessasa lureto the evil dis- 
posed, and leads him on to its violation, under the frequently delusive hope, and ex-. 
pectation, that he may escape punishment, 

I shall entleavor to perform the various duties, which devolve on me, in the capa- 
city I am about to assume, in a manner conformable to the brief outline I have pre- 
sented; and shall be found ever ready to co-operate in whatever I may deem condu- 
tive to the interest, and prosperity of our State; and auspicious te the glory of our 
country, and the perpetuity of our Union.

«One of the first dutids required of the Executive, by our constitution, is to commu- 
nicate to yau such information of the state of the government, as he may possess, 
and recommend to your consideration such measures as he may deem expedient. — 
The, performance of this duty has been rendered less necessary, on my part, by the 
able communication, which you have already received from my distinguished prede- 
cessor. Qn some subjects, however, which he doubtless deemed worthy of your con- 
sideration,| he has thought proper tobe silent, for reasons, ef which you are fully ap- 
prized; and some of those embraced in his message are of such deep interest to the 
community, that I shall be excused for presenting such views, as I entertain in refer- 
ence to them, however little aid you may derive from them, À . 

Amongst the various matter, interesting to our constituents, which claim your at- 
tention and invite your most serious deliberation, none can be regarded more impor- 
tant, than the attempts recently made by certain combinations of individuals,. mainly 
of the Northern and MiddleStates, to, produce an immediate abolition of slavery.

They have every where acknowledged the con- 
stitetional guaranty, under which we hold that species of our property; have disclaim- 
edall right, or power, to intermeddle with it, directly or indirectly; and have de- 
nounced, as seditious and incendiary, the efforts which have been, and are being, 
made, against the security of our rights, by reckless and fanatical individuals, under 
the hypocritical mask of religion and philanthropy. If this just, and friendly spirit 
should continue to prevail'among the people of those States, and preside over their 
legislative deliberations, we may soon dismiss all apprehension of danger, from that 
source, and look forward to the happiest results. 

But, notwithstanding the well founded expectation, that our brethren will be mind- 
fal of the grave and important obligations they owe us, as members of the same con- 
federacy, it behooves us to discharge our duty to ourselves. -Itis always desirable, as 
far as practicable, and consistent with that first principle of our nature—self preser- 
vation—to rely on the law, and its regularly constituted tribunals for onr security, and 
the administration of justice. Hence, I would, respectfully, but earnestly, a carefu 
examination and revision of our statuary provisions in regard to slaves, their crimes 
and the mode of their trial and punishment; as well as the most scrupulous attention 
to such provisions, as relate to those, who would excite them to rebellion, or ` insur- 
rection, or even discontent with their situation. It is apprehended that: one of the 
principal defects will be found to exist in reference to crimes, which have their in- 
ception, but not their consummation, and whose chief perpetrators reside beyond the 
limits of our own State. The strict rule, which governs the construction of penal 
statutes, might render it difficult to convict or to sustain a conviction, against an in- 
habitamt of another State, still remaining there, who writes, prints, publishes, or sends 
forth for distribution within our own limits such productions asexcite, or have a ten- 
dency to excite our slaves to insurrection, or rebellion, The mere fact that am indi- 
vidual, who writes, prints, or sends forth for distribution, through the mails; or otl- 
erwise, an article having a seditious, or insurrectionary tendency, resides or does the 
inceptive act beyond our limits, is, in my opinion, perfectly immaterial, both in de- 
termining its grade, and our power to punishthe crime. The motive, the act, and 
ats consequences determine the character of the offence, and although the intention 
may be conceived, and tlie act partly done elsewhere, it has its consummant on and 
its effects here. If a person standing beyond, were to shoot and kill, a citizen with- 
in, the limits of our State. with malice aforethought, would it not be murder? ‘The 
habitations of some of our citizens are very near-our boundaries: Suppose an meen- 
diary to throw a torch from a position within Georgia, Tennessee, or Mississippi, 
and set on fire, and consume one of their mansions, would it not be arson? But one 
answer can be given to those questions, by any being of intelligence. If an individu- 
al, ora number of individuals, of another State, united, prepare the means, where 
they reside, for the murder of our wives and children, and the conflagration of our 
dwellings, and cause, or procure them to be used here, through the agency of other 
persons, or by any other instrument, for the accomplishment of those purposes, are 
they less guilty, or ought they to be held less responsible for those diabolical crimes, 
than if fhey had conducted them to their consummation in proper person. All must 


respond thatthe moral guilt would be equal, nor should the law of the land recog- 
nize any difference. 


Then, if it be not so already, let the law’ be adopted to the circumstances, and 


eer of the crime., Let it hold equally guilty, and inflict equal penallies on him 
sie ° heel in any other state, write, print, publish, or send, any article of seditions, 
iA ep a tendency, to any person or place in this State; or who may, know- 
i e directly or indirectly concernedin so doing, as if the same act were perpe- 

ed Within our own borders, And I would further suggest, for consideration, the

policy of investing the Executive with adequate ‘power, though the medium of Fe: 

wards, and such other means, as may be deemed expedient, to procure the arrest, re- 
anoval, prosecution and conviction of such offenders. 

It may be objected, however; that such persons as have net been within the limits of 
the state, at the time of perpetrating crime against its inhabitants, would not come 
within the letter of the 2d section of the fourth article of the Constitution, authorising 
the demand of a person charged with crime in one state, who shall have “fled” to 
another. J am inclined to consider this objection untenable. The predomiuant rule 
in the construction of all law, is so to construe it, as to carry into efféct the object ` 
and intentign of the framers, if it can be done without doing violence to the language 
employed.| The object of this provision of the Constitution manifestly was to ensure 
the punishment of all persons ‘‘charged in any state with treason, feloney, or other 
crime,” who might ‘be found in nother state,” whither he had absconded, or gené 
from the state, making the charge, or not. The persons, who may be demanded, are 
those who may be charged with “treason, feloney, or other crime,” obviously em- 
bracing every description of crime, which can be perpetrated against a state, or its in- 
habitants, | The framers of the constitution were not so unenlightened, as to suppose 
crime could not be committed against a state, or its citizens, without the perpetrator 
being actually, at the time, within her limits. Sufficient has already been said to show 
the converse of such a proposition. But (according to high authority) “to flee” can 
as well be defincd “to avoid, to keep at a distance frem,” as it may be ‘to depart, to 
leave, or to hasten away.” Takingthe whole clause together, it must be understood 
to mean, that any individual, who may have committed any crime against one state; 
and may be found in another, may be demanded by the Executive authority of the 
injured or complaining state. i l R. 

Whether this view of the constitutional provision, however, be the true one of noù 
may be regarded as by no means important to the matterin hand. For, if the states 
which form this Union were separate, independent, and unconnected with each oth- 
er by any compact or confederation, it is a principle of the law of Nations “that alt 
have aright to be governed as they think proper, ang- that none Have the least au- 
thority to Tete in the government of another state. By this law it is the duty of 
one government to restrain its subjects, or citizens from injury to another; ‘‘to oblige 
the guilty to refrain from damage, if that be possible, to inflict on him an exemplary 

punishment, cr, in shert, according to the nature of the case, and the circumstances 
attending it, zo deliver him uf to the offended state, there to receive justice. -This 
is pretty oo observed with respect to great crimes, or.such as are equally con- 
trary fto the laws, and the safety of all nations. Assassins, ascendiaries, and robbers 
are seized every where, at the desire of the sovercign in the place where the crime 
was committed, and delivered uf to his justice.” i : 

Either under the constitution of our own adoption, or the law of nations, it is confi- 
dently believed to be our right to demand, and the duty of our sister Sates to deliver 
up to our justice, those who may have any participation, in exciting or in. doing that 
hich inevitably tends toexcite,a denial spirit of hostility in our own households, 
sedition, and intestine, servile war, involying the murder of our families, the devasta- 
tion of our fields, and the conflagration of our dwellings, But whatever difference 
of opinion may possibly exist on these questions, if our brethren of the non-slave- 
holding states (as we confidently hope) still cherish towards us that fraternal sympa- 
thy, and regard, which united and sustained our fathers in the toils, privations and 
perils which won our liberty; if they stil] consider our ‘National Union” as the main 
pillar in the edifice of our real independence, the support of our tranquility at home; 
our peace abroad; of our safety; of our prosperity; of that very liberty which. we so 
highly prize’—there will be no difficulty in providing an adequate remedy for any 

‘such supposed defect, ‘by state legislation. That they will resort to this course, if 
they believe it necessary to carry out the spirit and intention of the Federal Compact, 
may reasonably be anticipated.. f ; 

Intimately connected with the views already submitted, may be regarded the ques- 
tion, whether it would not be sound policy to interdict the further introduction of 
§laves into our state, for sale or traffic. The number, already, in many parts of the 
Szate is large, not to say formidable; and that number will be necessarily increased 
by emigrants, who have the right to bring them for their own use, Resident citizehs, 
too might be permitted to bring slaves into the State, to be employed in their ser- 
vice, Less danger tothe safety of tranquility of the country may be apprehended 
from those introduced in either of the latter modes, than when they are sought after, 

-.and brought in merely.as merchandize, and fur speculation. Those of the most vi- 
_cions characters and propensities, can be most readily purchased, and at the lowest 
Ptices;| consequently the largest profits may be realized by the trader, and specula- 
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tor, on those descriptions amongst eur citizens, who are strangers to them, and pur- 
chase merely on appearance ad répresentations. These apprehensions will be fully 
sustained, by reference to the law of a sister State, which authorizes the Governor, 
with the advice of council, when it shall be déemed expedient, to contract and agree 
with any person or persons, for the sale and purchase of all these slaves who may be 
under sentence’of death, for conspiracy, insurrection or other crimes: in other words 
to commute the punishment of death, for the worst erime, for Aransportation or re- 
moval frem the State. It is true that the purchaser will be fequired to enter into 
bond, with security, to carry out of the United States, all slaves by him purchased, 
who may be under sentence of death; but” what security qo the citizens of other 
States derive from such an obligation? How easily may the condi ion be evaded with 
impunity? How difficult to identify slaves that have been underfsentence of death, 
when romoved a thousand miles from the theatre of their crimes, and the place of 
their conviction? If we have not already amongst us some of those who have been 
engaged in conspiracies and insurrections, in other States, it has not been fot the want 
of the temptations of profit to the trader, or the facility of avoiding the penalty of 
Bringing them here. | * 

` I recommend a careful revision of our patrol law, which seems to be almost entire- 
ly ineffectual. fam aware that penaltins are imposed for a failure to perform the 
duties required, but they have not been sufficient to answer the objects of the law. It 
has occurred to me that if each patrol-leader were required to take an oath for the 
faithful performance of all the duties enjoined upon him, the effect might be benefi- 
cial. i ~- 
would also suggest the propriety of further legislation in reference to free persons 
of color. While some of them are sober, industrious and honest, so far as my obser- 
vation has extended, many of them are idle, intemperate and vicious, The perni- 
cious effects of their bad habits and examples upon our slaves, and the corrupting 
tendency of their intercourse with them, must be well understood by all. It seems 
to me that it would conduce to our safcty to provide for the arrest of all sueh persons 
of color, as may be found without any regular employment, or addicted to intempe- 
rate habits, and require in-the first instance, bond and security for good behaviour, and ` 
that they shall not become a public charge. It might also be proper to enact suitable 
penalties for a failure to give such, bond, or a breach of its condition, when one shalt 
have been executed. 

_ Another subject to which I feel it my imperative duty to call your attention is the 
inefficiency of our statutes against gaming, It must be acknowledged that the law, 
45 It now exists, is wholy inadequate to the purposes intended, else we should not so 
often see lawless bands of individuals, infesting our cities, towns and villages, appa- 
rently almost careless of concealment, and braving and defying public censure. The 
desperate extremities to which the countenance, or toleration of this crime may lead, 
have lately been demonstrated in a neighboring State, in a manner that cannot fail to 
arrest the attention of enlightened legislators. Itis cause of gratulation to perceive 
that public sentiment has taken the proper direction, at least in the south-west gen- 
erally; that is, not only te expel frem society, those who may choose to resort to a 
pursuit sọ immoral, fraudulent, and degrading, but if possible wholly to remove this 
worst of moral nuisances. ! 

For keeping or exhibiting gaming tables of the most dangerous and demoralizing 
tendency, the existing law only imposes a fine, or ‘on failure to pay the same” im- 
prisonment for three months. This punishment ig in my opinion, not only inadequate 
to phe „character of the crime, but altogother disproportioned, and unequal to that 
a ch is inflicted for offences similar in principles and followed by consequences far 

ess fatal to individuals and less injurious to society. For larceny ef the lowest grade, 
your law inflicts punishment by stripes; yet, how much less guilty, is the professional 
gambler, who swindles amanof his property, by falsehood, fraud, and systematic ar- 
olier and man s property be taken from him by theft, his loss may be estimated in 
ten olye ents; Dut if it be filched from him by gamblers who swindle, it very of- 
s considerations far more important, extending ultimately to the loss of cor- 

rect moral sense; the loss of the confidence of society and the loss of the victim’s con- 
fidence in himself. How often has the unwary, imprudent and perhaps still more 
niortunate youth, been led on, step by step, by the aluring wiles and dishonest 
stratagems of the gambler, till he has lost his patrimony, or thé fruits of 
his own former industry; has lost the esteem of society, and maddened by loss of char- 
acter and fortune been driven to despair and suicide? The man who engages in ga- 
Wake as ke exclusive or chief pursuit, in effect, announces his determination to live by. 
crime an tans consequently, he cannot justly complain, if society shall graduate his 
Time ane apportion his punishment according to the level of character, and moral 
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principle he has assumed for himself, I have long entertained the opinion, and it has > 
heen continudily strengthened by observation and reflection that the only effectual 
mode of entirely suppressing this pernicious offence is by the infliction of ignominious. 
punishment. ‘This course of treatsment would it is believed, in due time, deter the 
idle and vicious from its adoption as a livelihood, and respect for their own characters 
would restrain others from any participancy in an offence stamped with ignominy by 
the laws of the land, Such a measure would not be without precedent, in one of the 
most enlightened States of this Union, In Virginia it has been, and is believed to be 
still the law, to punish on convicticn, every Keeper or exhibitor of any of the tables 
commonly called A B C, or E O tables, or faro-bank or any other gaming table of the 
same or like kind, under| any denomination whatsoever, by hard labor and imprison- 
ment in the public jail and penitentiary honse, fora period not less than one nor more 
two years, besides a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, Fhe effect of this law 
hasno doubt been most salutary. 

I would advise that the policy here suggested be carried out by such enactments, as , 
to ensure the total suppression of billiard tables. They cncourage idleness, promote 
vice, and, in all respects, tend unfavorably to the morals of community, Lotteries, 
and the sales of lottery tickets, within our State, is another species of gaming, of a 
tendency, notjthe least injurious to socicty. It would be easy to demonstrate that, if 
a person werg to become the purchaser of all the tickets of a lottery, on any plan 
which has fallen under my observation, he would necessarily be loser to a large a- 
mount, So pernicious have been the effect of lotteries and the sale of tickets in them 
elsewhere, that some of our sister states have already entirely’ prohibited them.— 
Their example is worthy of imitation, ; 

The present situation, and recent conduct of the Creek Indians, remaining within 
our State, seem to require your consideration. - Many of the tribe have taken reser- 
vation, Which |they have subsequently sold, having squandered the amount of the con- 
sideration received, are now destitute of atl means of subsistence, except labor (which 
they are generally unwilling to perform) or by marauding on our citizens amongst 
whom they remain. Large numbers of them have already beeome paupers, and va 
grants, degraded by vice and intemperance, and have committed numerous depreda- 
tion on the property, and acts of violence on the persons, of the white inhabitants, 
which have somctimes terminated in death. The present state of things—and it 
threatens to ae worse, cannot long be tolerated, or borne. Again, many of the 
tribe after selling their reservation have removed and settled within the limits of the 
Cherokees. Jt certainly was not coniemplated by the treaty, that these Indians, af- 
ter selling their reservations, should remain amongst us, to the annoyance of our citi- ` 
zns, and a charge upon our bounty; or by removing from their own, add to the num- 
bers of another tribe, whose emigration is equally desirable. Might not the subject, 
jin this aspect, be properly presented tothe Government of the United States. \ 
| Inthe mean time, would it not be well to provide a more summary mode of trial, 
Find punishment, for outrages of the description alluded to? The Courts having ja- 
| risdiction of such offence, yeu are aware, only sit semi-annually; the counties in which 
ithe crimes are committed, and must be tried, have not now, nor is it probable they 
will have, for/some time to come, sufficient jails for the safe keeping of those crimi- 
pially charged; and besides, the expence of Keeping large numbers of prisoners ma~ 
iny months together would be extremely burthensome to the State. Again, the more 
speedy the trial, and punishment of the guilty, the better would be the effect, im ` 
| producing submission and obenience to the laws, and deterring others from offending. 
| in like manner. 
| Itisalso well understood, that some of those, who have heretofore composed a part 
tof the Cherokee tribe, have pursued a course in direct contravention of the terms of s 
former treaties, and. injupious.to the right of our state. The treaties of 1817, and’19, 
each, stipnlated for the allowance of reservations to heads of Indian families, who 
resided, and chose to remain, within the ceded territory. It is the condition, on 
Which those reservations were granted, to which I wish to call your special atten- 


. 


tion. : 

By the 8th article of the treaty of 1817, it was agreed to give a rescrvation of six 
fhundred and forty acres of land “to each and every head of any Indian family, resi- 
ding on the east side of the Mississippi river, on the lands that are now, or may here- 
after be, surrendered to the United States, who may wish to become the citizens of 
ithe United States,” &c. In the. 2d article of the treaty of 1809, the United States 
agreed to “allow a reservation of 640 acres to each head of any Indian family residing 
within the ceded territory, those enrolled for the Arkansas excepted, who choose to 
become Citizens of the United States, in the manner stipulated in said treaty” —refer- 
ence being had to the before mentioned treaty of 1817, The Sd article of the treaty 
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of 1819, after providing for certain other reservations to individuals, proceeded to 
‘declare the consideration of those grants, in the explicit terms which follow: “The 
reservations arc made onthe condition, that those for whom they are Intended shall 
notify, in writing, to the Agent forthe Cherokee nation, within six months after the 
ratification of this treat Ys that it is their intention to continue to reside fern mauently 
on the lands reserved.” Now, itis clear, from the several clauses of those treaties, 
to which I have c aA thatit was the object and policy of the Government of the 
United States to draw off, from the mass of the tribe, as many as would consent; in 
order to diminish the number remaining in savage li fe; the more effectually to ensnre 
teir civilization; andto make them citizens of ‘the United States. ‘To accomplish 
Nese purposes, and by way of inducement tothe Indians, the offer was made, of six 
windred and forty acres of Jand to each Cherokee, being the head of an Indian fami- 
i who wouid consent to become a citizen, and ‘continue to reside permanently on 
the iland reserved.” The terms were atonted by the Lation, in the solemn form of 
a treaty, in behalf of serch ae the tribe as thought proper to avail themselves of 
them; many of them did accept, obtained valuable tracts of land, and gave notice of 
their intention to reside permanently on them, as required by the treaty ;—and there- 
by abandoned all claims as members of the tribe. Yet mae if not all, of those who 
took reserva"igns nnder those treaties, hare sold, and removed from hic fa: in violation 
‘of good faith, and theexpress terms on which they were granted. Many of them 
have removed within the present limits'of the Cherokees, east of the Mississippi, 
and a portion of eu Within our owu State. Some of those reservees, itis also un- 
er stood, are now regarded aş ofc ial functionaries of the tribe, and seek to control 
its policy, Tt hss also Beca intimated from respectable authority, that tais course of 
condect wil be sti.d farther pursue ad; that itis contemplated by some of the leading 
Cherckceesto reheve thems ives from their embarrassments with, a state, where they 
reside, bycceding the peitien cf lend within her chartered Iimits, and removing its 
occupants Within cur ewn. Whether the Government of the United States will sub- 
mit to these frandis, aid viglatensoef good faith, and recognized as members of the 
Gherckce tribe—these who have heretofore volontariiy , and for valuable considera- 
tons, abandenced ail claim and vight to be 20 © considered) isa questiou to be determined 
elsewhere. As remards Gurselves, it is chvions, that we may, in this manner, if we 
rmely acquiesce, became bsrrtiened with the entire population of the Cherokees, 
naw occupying parts of Trnessee, North Carolina, and Georgia, Itis respectfully 
submitted, for your contideraneny whether it is consistent with our tights, or policy, 
to permit any accession whatever to cur present Indian population, and whether its 
not incumbent cn us, Ly sniteble provisions, to prevent such intrusion, should it be 
attempted, For fur:ler infer mation on this subject, I beg leave to refer you to a 
fetter addressed to me by J F. Sehermerhern, Psa. cne of the Commissioners of 
the United States, authorized to treat with the < ‘hcichees, and the accompanying 

document, which are hacenh piesrented.

It is certainly a rea- 
sonable c-timate, that there are remaining unsold 27,600,000 of acres, the greater por- 
tion of which has been cffercd, and refused at $1 25 per acie. Why has this been 
the case? “Phat ithas been offered, without sale, from 12 to 22 years; that the tice 
uf emigration has, Curing that time, ‘been continually flowing into our State; and that 
our pepulation lias increased with a rapidity almost without a parallel, would justify 
the inference that itis net worth ‘the price demanded; but we ‘know this to be tit 
fact, ironi asetua cLscrvelin, ang cor ivvimate acquaintance with the quality and val 
ue of lend in this s quarter of the Unin, Ves A herie, it anys ig worth the minimon

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te is the true fodicy of the General Government, or is it ius: to the new States, ta 
continue to hold up this class of land at the present minimum, for an indefinite peri- 
ol? Were itieven considered the same policy of the Governinent te pursue a course 
which will bring most money into the public coffers—which cannot be properiy aà- 
mitted—that will not be advanced by demanding a price, which cannot be obtained, 
Much of this} land might now command 25 cents, and some of it 59 cents per acre, 
but could not be sold for $1 25 in fifty years, if ever? Itis not obvious that it would 
be better for the Treasury of the nation, if that consideration should be the predomi- 
nant one, to sell for one half, one third, or one fourth the present minimum, than to 
keep iton hand twenty, thirty, cr more years, paying the expences of the various: 
Land Offices, which must be continued, or further sales be wholly suspended. 
_ But, apart from pecuniary considerations, it can neveř be sound policy in any Go- 
vernment to extort from its own citizens extreme prices for such portions of the peb- 
lic domain, as are required for the purposes of cultivation. Jt is at variance with the 
course pursued by all other civilized nations. Their policy has been to encourage 
the settlement and cultivation of the soil, by grants for considerations merely nominal, 
er by pure donations. 

The greater portion of the public domain was obtained by cession from the original 
States. The several compacts show that the chief inducements were to provide the 
means of paying the debt incurred by the war of the revolution, the establishment of 
new States, and the suppression of controversies among the States;growing out of 
Territorial claims. The leading object has been accomplished. We no longer owe 
anational debt, and have æ superabundant revenue. No Government ever occupied: 
asituation more proud, or enviable; none ever had the power to be nfore liberal to the 
citizen. Butithe people of Alabama do notask adonation sf the public lands, they 
only desire, and expect to obtain them for a just and fair equivalent, 

Although the people of the new states, in convention, were required, as a condi- 
tion precedent to their admission into the Union, to “forever disclaim all right and ti- 
tle to the waste and unappropriated lands lying within the Territories”, respectively; 
and also to-agree ‘that the same should be, and remain at the sole and entire disposi- 
tion of the Uhited States?’ —it cannot be pretended that the General Government was. 
thereby released from all obligation to sell, or from the obligrtion to sell on a resona- 
ble time, Much as the new states were required to concede, as the price of their ad- 
mission, they never would have agreed that three-fourths, or perhaps four-fifths’ of 
the soil within their limits should forever remain the property of the United States. 
The very terms of the compacts, between the New States and the General Govern- 
ment, by which the former agreed not to interfere with the primary disposal of soit, 
and not to tax land sold|by the Uuited States ‘tor the term of five years from and 
after the respective days of the sales thercof,” not only implicd a pledge, on the 
part of the latter, to sell, but also, to sell on just and reasonab'e principles. Why 
speak of sales by the United States, and 1estrain the States fiom selling, or taxing 
fora limited period after the sale, unless there was an understanding that the fov- 
mer should sell. To refuse to sell, at all, would violate the compact; to fix a price 
at which the land will not sell, is equally a violation of its spirit Is there any differ - 
ence in effect, between a total suspension of sales, and a law which establishes, as the 
minimum price, four, five, and in many instauces, ten times the value of the public 
land? It must be admitted that each must prevent sales, and, in the same degree, re- 
tard the settlement, growth and prosperity of a State. Would it not be advisable to 
make another appeal-to the justice of the General Government, calling for a fulg- 
ment of] the spirit of our compact, and the adoption of a more just and liberal policy? 
At the same time it might be expedient to confer with, and consult our brethren of \ 
the other new states, ad; if they should agree in the views we entertain, invite theis ` 
co-operation jin such measures as may: tend to secure our rights, and advance our in- 
terest.. 

Amongst other conditions embraced by the act of Congress for our admission into 
the Union, it is declared “That the section numbered 1G m every towuship, and when 
such section has been sold, granted, or disposed of, other lands equivalent thereto, 
and most contiguous to the same, shall be granted to the inhabitants of buch township 
fcr the use of schools’? Jt is apparent, that while this clause was deomnatl and cal 
culated to facilitate the sale of the public lands, it was slou mecnced te provide, amd, 
stiure, a permanent fund be the support of primary sole. bs, bo galioja tio clade fa the 
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townstup should be without the means of supporting a school, to be derived from this 
source, vet there is an important defect in the provision, “Phe sixteenth section in ma- 
y townships is wholly sterile, unfit for cultivation, and without any value whatever, 
consequently, while the inhabitants of some townships have ample funds arising from 
the sixteenth sections, to carry into effect the laudable object contemplated by Con- 
gress, those of other townships are wholy destitute of any such funti. It must have 
been intended, in the exercise of this enlightened munificence, to preserve something 
like just equality among the citizens of different townships, else no provision would 
have béen made to supply the deficiency in those where:the sixteenth section had 
“been sold, granted, or disposed of.” Iam aware that this subject has been hereto- 
fore brought before Cengress, yet it cannot be improper to remind them of a claim so 
manifestly founded in justice. 

It is our good fortune to inhabit a state. which abounds in natural advantages, that 
will compare favorably with those of any ether. Extending from below the thirty- 
first to the thirty-fifth degree of latitude, it embraces as much variety of soil, as al- 
‘most any other, not only capable of producing the great staple, which constitutes so 
valuable a portion of the exports of our country, but almost every thing else, which 
conduces to the comfort er luxury of man. Nature has furnished an unusually large 
-portion of the state with navigable streams, which afford facilities for the transporta- 
tion of the agricultural products of citizens residing in proximity to them; as well as 
for bringing to them the productions and manufactures of other regions, ‘Phose riv- 
ers, however, itis believed, in every instance, present obstructions to navigation, at 
some seasons of the year, far below the points, to which, by the judicious application 
of the means within oar power, they might be rendered, subservient to the interest 
and convemence of our citizens, As you are aware, operations have been in progress 
for several years, to obviate obstructions presented by the Muscle Shoals to the navi- 
gation of the ennessee River. Ttis believed, the fands placed at the disposal of the 
Commissionerg, have been discreety and judiciously applied, and that this important 
work has advanced, as successfully as could have been anticipated; but I hope to have 
itin my powerat an early dav to lay before you, information on this subject, of a more 
precise and satisfactory nature, 

Bat the most formidable obstruction ta the commerce and intercourse of our fellow 
citizens of the State at large, is that which divides the northern, from the southern 
part of cur state. Tne people of the northern counties have no channel for the trans- 
portation of the fruits of their soil, and products of their industry, but the circuitaus, 
hazardous, and expensivejroute, through the Tennessee, Ohio, and Mississippi rivers, 
to the city of New Orleans, Whilst our staple production is tediously floating down 
those streams, the price may, and often does, fluctuate again and again; and although 
his crop may be embarked with a fair prospect of realizing a just remuneration, for 
the toil and industry of the planter, he is frequently disappointed, and sustains heavy 
Josses—even should his erop reach the distant market, uninjured, Atthe same time, 

` the profits and advantages of this commerce are entirely lost to our own seaport, This 
obstruction, it is confidently believed, can be overcome by enterprize, with the aid of 
science, It is deemed entirely practicable to construct a rail road from some point on 
the Tennessee, to another on the waters of Mobile Bay, to which Steam-Boat naviga 
tion is wholy unobstructed. | 

Several distinct routes forthis great improvement have been favorably spoken of, 

‘cach of which has‘its: zealous advocates, and may be practicable. Its construction 
tirom any givenpoint, in the valley of the Tennessee, would undoubtedly advance the 
mminediate interest of those in its vicinity, ina greater degree, than that of others, 
more remote. All, however, in that quarter of the state would be greatly benefitted, 
whatever might be the point of departure; for, with the aid of the Tennessee river, 
and the rail-road of the valley, their products could easily be carried from every part, 
The southern division of the state would be affected in Eke manner, Some counties- 
and some neighborhoods would derive greater advantages from a particular route, 
‘than others. But shall we decline an enterprise, fraught with such idcalculable ad, 
vantage to the whole, because all cannot participate equally in its benefits? Ivery 
liberal minded, and enlightened citizen will answer this question in the negative. 

In what manner shall we determine the location of the-rail-road? If it be conce- 
ded that the work should bd done, it is fair and just that all should assent to that loca- 
tion, which will probably be most generally beneficial, taking into view the facility 
with which it can be accomplished, and the comparative expense. This ean only be 
ascertained by actual surveys, and estimates of the expense of each, by a scientific 
and practical Engineer. , 

After some reflection, and consideration of the subject, I have concluded that an im- 
portant step in this matter would be to provide for, and appoint such an officer, at an 
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‘adequate and-fiaed salary, for such ferar of pears, at would: offord ample time fora 
thorough exantinution of every part of ourstate, where such improvements may be 

e dcemed necessary, and pratticadts.. Get the Engincer be a nian, whose character for 

, science, isitegrity, ahd experictice, will command the confidence of all, Ja this man- 
ner, the resources of our state might be fully developed, and its capabilities actually 
ascertained; and thus the Legislature would be-enubleg to act with enlightencd and 
discriminating judgement, upon the various plans and improvements, which might be 
presented for the adoption, If the state is to constroct,, or take part in the construc- 

ction of any work of this description, thiscourse wotld appear ta be an indispensable 
preliminary, to such a measure, ang if not, we should at least have the merit of open- 
ing the field of improvement to individual enterprise. it would also have the eifect 
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of settleing the public mind; now vascilating betwecn different rantes,;+and plans; >

The advantages of a rail road communication, betweèn the Tennessee river, and 
yhe waters of Mobile Bay, are so obvions, that it is whaly unnéecssacy to dwell npon 
them, on this occasion,. It is sufficient tn say, it would bring toge:her the commerce 
“of the two extremes of the state. Fe would enable the planters of the northern couns 
ties to choose their market; and, if they thonght proper to select that of Mobic, they 
could reach it with their crops, ia fewer days, than it now yequires weeks to trans- 
port them to New Orleans, They could thus avail themselves of the acdeantrges of 
the early market, as readily as their fellaw-citizens on the banis of the ‘Fomhechee 


Black Warrior, or Alabama, almost without risk, ond at Jesi easte . Wich this, and ` 


geome other improvements of Jess magnitudes which would speedily foHow in its train, 
Mobile wonld become the Commercial Emporium of our entire State, and also, of 
East Tennessee, and portions of middle Tennessee, western Virginia, and Georgia. — 
The citizens of our southern country would almost become the neightors of the im- 
habitants of the mountains, and obtain their rich and varied productions<agricuitu- 
ral, mineral, and manafactured—in exchange for those of their pwn more gen‘al dime. 
The geographical, and sectional names and divisions, hy which we ave now cistin- 
guished, would gradually disappear and become annthilated, Indentified in interest, 
we should assimilate in character, harmonize in feelings, and become emphatically 
ane people, i , 

Whilst most of our sister states are now actively enzaged in the improvement of 
their internal condition, and in the creation of new ficilities ef intercourse, nos only 
amongst their own citizens, but with other parts of the Usioa, let as ust coatent owr- 
selves as mere idle spectaters of their enterprize and wisdom. This is the scason cf 
our political youth, as wellas of our agricultural and commerzial prosperity: let n3 
not spent it in idle hesitation, ey inglorious sloth, Yet us always bear in mind, that

„feats one of the most important principles of criminal justice—that is, the certaini 
Of punishment, ‘Fhe reformation of the offender should ever be kept in view, as fie 
a8 practicable; if we lose sight of this consideration, 
crime only, I am satisfied that the certainty of receiving a lower degree of punish- 
ment would often deter the perpetrator, who is otherwise led on, relying on its uncer». 
tainty, in the various chances of escape, yo the sympathy of the jury, the hu.
